[Though  fomcof  the  following  Anecdotes 
ot  the  Emperor  h^ve  been  publifhed  in 
a  ilclaohed  manner,  and  may  not  be 
new  to  our  readers  ;  yet  as  they  have 
been  collected  in  one  memoir,  contain¬ 
ing  many  other  curious  particulars, 
we  have  inferted  it  intire,  in  order  to 
preferve  thole  teltimonies  of  a  magna¬ 
nimity  (»f  foul  that  (laying  impcri<tl  dig¬ 
nity  atidc)do  honour  to  human  nature. 3 

Character,  a Jhort  Biographic 

Ciil  Account^  o/* Joseph  JI.  prejent  Emc 
per  or  ^Germany. 

’'PllEREisa  certain  natural  curiofity 
t  in  the  human  mind  to  be  informed 
rfthe  flighteft  particulars  relative  to  emi¬ 
nent  perfons,  whether  diftinguilhtd  by 
tiieir  rank  or  chaiaCUrs.  I’he  prefent 
now  before  us  is  a  confiderablc 
in  both  of  thefe  lights,  equally 
drkrving  the  title  of  Optimus,  as  well  as 
iiiat  ot  Maximuj, 

jofeph  II.  was  born  March  13.  I74r» 
was  crowned  King  of  the  Romans  April 
^704,  and  Emperor  of  Germany  Au- 
puit  18.  1765.  He  is  a  man  of  an  excellent 
yood  natural  underftandiiig,  highly  impro¬ 
ved  by  literature  and  aprincely  education, 
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endowed  with  a  remarkable  quicknefs  of 
apprchculion,  and  readinefs  of  exprcQion* 
He  has  a  noble  mind,  an  elevated  foul, 
and  an  humane  heart.  His  manneis  are 
fimplc  and  unafie^^led,  and  his  affabi¬ 
lity  and  condefccnlion  beggar  the  pride 
and  parade  of  kings*  So  that,  Homo/um^ 
et  nihil  humani  a  me  ah  mum  puto^  may  be 
juflly  given  as  the  motto  of  this  illullri* 
0U8  Prince's  life. 

But  as  general  charadlers  require  to  be 
vouched  and  illullratcd  by  partfcular  ex¬ 
amples,  I  (ball  here  fubjoin  a  few,  out  of 
many  indanccs,  of  this  great  man's  vir¬ 
tue,  gv>oducr8,  and  humanity,  fclei^cd 
from  fomc  colledions  of  mcinoiri  and 
anecdotes,  relative  to  his  life,  converfa- 
tion  and  morals,  which  have  been  fome 
tiirre  ago  publifhed,  both  at  Vienna  and 
Paris. 

This  Emperor  is  generally  (tiled  tho 
Ttius^  of  Germany — not  by  the  Poets- 
Laureat,  for  he  has  no  fuch  fycophanti 
upon  his  but  by  the  Li¬ 

terati  of  the  age  in  which  he  lives  ;  which 
honourable  appellation  he  has  long  ob¬ 
tained,  from  this  general  obfervation,

and  ft  nerou'  lenliment  at  the  f.une  time,

care,  as  he  nund.d  think  it  but  an  envious 
I’t  ed  to  deprive  huii  of  tl;e  virtuous  plea- 
lure  (  f  providing  tor  l.is  charitable  adop¬ 
tion  himfei*.'’

.mil  mixes  nilh  tl  e  populace,  like  a  pii- 
\a‘e  man. 

A  hi-v  of  nine  ve.’'r<;  (.Id,  one  day,  ac- 
coPrd  him  llius :  “  Sir,  1  never  begged 
belore  ;  but  my  inotbfr  is  ju.tt  dying,  and 
1  want  a  tUuin  to  get  a  phyfieian  for  ber. 
We  have  n«'  n.iauy  ;  and  oh!  if  vou 
would  but  \  ive  i  s  ft»  much,  how  happy 
vTouhl  it  make  us  !*’  'i'lie  F.mperor  gave 
llctse,  but  all. id  l!  ••  '.'ame  and  abode 
ot  the  liek  perisHu  '1  !u*  ehiKl  lltw  (.tf 
with  the  rroi  cv,  aud  iiis  Mnjelty  vent 
dir<rtly  tv)  the  poor  \vi  a.an’j  l.oiife,  paf- 
fctl  for  a  plivficlan,  eonkdsil  her,  wrote  a 
piv lei ir lion  and.  reined.  ! !er. fm  cf-mes 
I  unning  home  foon  altt  i ,  wit!)  hi^  florin 
.tnd  .a  ilocdor.  I'he  mntbvr  w.is  futpiized, 
laid  the  had  been  juf^  hi  foie  vilitnl  bv  a 
phvluian,  and  fluwevltbe  recipe  to  the 
d.oetiu',  whotounii  it  to  he  au  order  from 
the  limperor,  on  his  treaturcr,  for  a  jKn- 
fi  m  to  her  of  fifty  ducaU. 


Soon  after  his  Majefiy's  .icceflion  to 
the  throne,  an  orficer  in  his  army  hap¬ 
pened  to  die,  le.iving  a  wife  and  daugh¬ 
ter  tv)t.dly  unpiovided  tor.  The  poor 
widow  drew  up  a  ine»norial,  by  wav  of 
petition,  to  the  Empiror,  and  confided 
it  to  a  perfon  about  the  oourt,  wliom  the 
ihungiit  her  friend,  am!  vvho  promifed  to 
prelent  it.  But  erliu  ioufnefs  is  ftldom 
lincere.  The  courtier  was  at  cafe  in  his 
own  circumftances,  and  therefore  the 
leffv  fei.fihle  to  the  (^^mipathy  of  difirefs. 
lie  neglected  her  fiiit,  .and  the  poor  w’o- 
man  hid  tlllpoicd  e)f  every  moveable  ftic 
had  in  her  houfe,  except  her  bed,  to 
which  ihe  was  then  confined  with  a  fe¬ 
ver,  brought  on  by  the  prefliire  both  of 
poverty  and  anxiety  of  mind. 

In  this  forlorn  fituition,  the  d.iughter 
took  a  folitary  wall:  into  one  of  the  fub- 
urbs,  to  be  at  liberty  to  indulge  her 
grief  and  diftradtion  alone,  imploring 
IVovidence  to  infpire  her  with  fomc 
thought  or  feheme  to  adminifter  to  her 
poor  mother^s  relief.  Providence  did 
meet  her,  in  the  perfon  of  the  Emperor, 
then  going  one  of  his  rounds,  whoobferv- 
ing  her  emotions  and  her  tears,  ordered 
his  attendants  to  fiep  afidc,  and  coming 
up  to  her,  inquired  with  tendernefs  the 
caufc  of  her  afTli6ion. 

She  did  rot  know  who  he  was;  but 
judging  from  the  fuitc  ihe  had  fecn  him 
difmifs,  that  he  mnft  be  fome  perfon  of 
rank,  replied,  “  Alas !  Sir,  w'hat  have 
inch  as  you  to  do  with  the  unhappy f 
Svifier  me  to  pal's  on— your  notice  hut 
humbles  me  the  more.*’ — “  Believe  me, 
fair  maiden,  he  repliev!,  it  is  not  euriofity 
but  companion  tiiat  prompts  the  quef- 
tion.  One  muft  know  befere  thiycan 
relieve.” — “  fCnovv  then,  anfwcred  Die* 
tlu'.t  my  mother  lies  now  on  her  death¬ 
bed,  but  fufl'ering  more  through  grief  and 
want  than  ciifeafe.  We  h.avclofl  my  fa¬ 
ther,  Sir,  and  with  him  our  only  iubfil- 
tence,  which  was  his  p.ay,  having  been 
able  tohcipu  alh  lu  nothing  but  the  ho¬ 
nour  I  f  his  name — for  he  w  as  an  officer, 
Sir—” 

Here  his  M^jeny  interrupted  her— his 
feelings  were  too  quick  to  liftcn  more. 
“  Vfliy  did  you  not  Ut  fortii  your  cafe 
and  t  rctcnfions  to  tlie  Emperor,  whofc 
province  it  is  to  relit  \c  difirefs  ?  ’ — “  We 
dill  f.a.  Sir:  We  drew  up  a  memorial,  and 
were  promifed  to  have  it  delivered  ;  but 
arc  certain  that  it  never  w’.as,  becaufc  no 
notice  has  beer,  taken  of  it.”--“  Make  out 
anothe;  then,  fiid  he,  and  bring  it  to  this 
very  fpot  at  Uie  fame  hour  to-morrow 
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\  know  the  Emperor,  and  promife  to 
take  char^’c  of  it  myfclf.  ,Yt’U  fccin  to 
have  tome  diffidence  of  me,  added  he; 
Id  tr.ke  this  purfe  as  a  lurety  for  iny  good 
hrhaviowr,  and  haften  liouic  quick  to  the 
rtli»  f  of  your  affi:^^teJ  mother.*' 

'J  he  tranfported  and  aftoniffied  girl 
iloi  t!  for  Idme  moments,  doubting  ihc 
vtra^iiy  of  her  fenfes,  expedting,  perhaps, 
to  fre  him  mount  into  the  tkies  ;  then, 
holing  on  lier  knees,  poured  forth  her 
i  kliings  (;n  her  benefatdor  to  the  empty 
air,  he  having  fled  beyimd  the  reach  of 
!..aring  the  inllant  he  had  clolVii  his  con- 
Idlarory  adieu,  and  joined  his  retinue. 

’  I'is  pleafant  f«r  a  while  to  ftop  and 
enneeive  the  happy  impatiei^cc  with 
\vh  oh  tile  gb  1  haftihied  back  to  her  mo¬ 
ther,  and  with  what  earnellnefs  ihe  rela¬ 
ted  lier  adventure.  The  languifliing  in- 
viiiil,  huv.ever,  being  pofleflVd  of  a  quick 
Icntinient,  and  fome  experience,  received 
tlie  account  but  coldly.  She  forefaw 
e ofift  (jiieiices  in  this  rencounter,  that  the 
yv>uti.i'ul  innocence  and  filial  piety  of  her 
daughter  could  not  have  the  Icall  Ct)n- 
ecplion  of.  “  My  dear  child,  cried  this 
rcl'pciftable  matron,  what  you  feem  to 
look  upon  now  to  be  the  earneft  of  our 
good  fortune,  may  peihaps  but  tend  to 
the  very  laft  degree  of  our  wretchednefs. 

If  thii  money  was - Oh,  my  child  ! 

Such  is  the  g^jodnefs  of  certain  people — 
tlieir  bounty  is  but  the  price  of  crimes. 

I  im  not  fufpe^tinK  your  virtue  in  the 
b  lit — but — kt  us  die,  my  cliild — but  let 
.  >  die  innocent. — Touch  not  a  penny  of 
tl.s  puri’e/* — Nor  did  they. 

The  next  morning,  at  the  appointed 
hour,  the  daughter  repaired  to  the 
pl^’c,  with  the ‘money  and  the 
M.'oorhd  ill  her  hand.  Ilia  Majelly 
c.iT.e  UM  \o  her  foon  alter,  when  flie,  all 
pile  ana  trembling,  addrefled  him  thus  : 

riicie  !i  vour  purfe,  Sir,  and  here  is 
o  tr  Muano' iai.  Jf-that  was  given  us  as 
?•  in  I  e,  we  return  it  to  you  again  un- 
t  ra  jhed  ;  and  then,  as  y<ju  can  mean

'^iiieh  is  already  appointed  for  you,  du* 
^■ng  your  mother’s  life  and  your  riwn. 
1  Ihould,  perhaps,  adikd  he,  require  hit 
1  one  who  trifled  with  vour  diftrefs.— 
hut—  ,  *  1 


“  Behold  how  kings  arc  ferved  (faid 
he,  turning  to  his  fuite):— the  coldnela 
of  thofe  who  furronnd  tlu  tn,  towanis  the 
welfare  of  the  people,  freezes  the  whole 
ftate  to  their  mailers  ;  who,  with  the  ut- 
good  will,  and  beft  intention'*  in  the 
vvorh!,  may  be  handed  down  to  poftciity 
with  detellation  or  cimtempt,  lor  want 
of  proper  means  of  information,  where 
or  when  to  exert  their  virtues.*’ 

We  could  proceed  with  plcafure  thro* 
a  volume  on  this  fubjeiit ;  lor  II ones 
fuch  as  thtfe,  of  this  gicat  and  rood 
man,  arc  not  deficrcnt  to  fill  it  ;  'uit 
that  we  fear  the  incredulity  cm*  common 
readers,  wlio  may,  poflibly,  pciufe  this 
detail  as  a  fiction  of  the  Golden  Age,  the 
legend  of  Eime  roniai’C,*,  or  a  l.rolc  cf 
one  of  the  viliiing  g  .ds  of  old,  de- 
feended  from  above  to  create  a  Iumvcu 
upon  earth  here  below.  I'his  is  .i  king 
iiulecd,  by  the  true  yun-  Dn  if.ct  by  the 
only  teft  of  PJght  Divine t  thai  reafon  or 
pliilofopliy  will  admit. — F*>r  LiJ^arac- 

tciy  not  a  Crofivn^ — *tis  Sentiment t  and 
not  SucceJ/iovy  that  conlLitute  a  Sovereign. 
Jofeph  is  an  honour  to  human’  nature, 
and  a  reproach  to  royally.

/few  far  the  idea  of  Beauty  jnay  be 
applied  to  ViKTUt'. 


’’"T^IIE  general  application  of  th.is  qua- 
1.  lity  to  virtue  lias  a  llrnng  rerultiicy 
to  con/'Mind  our  ideas  of  things  ;  and  it 
has  ^vea  life  to  an  infinite  deal  of  whim- 
fical  tlieory  ;  as  the  affixing  the  name  of 
beauty  to  proportion,  congruity,  and 
perfedion,  as  well  a«  to  qualities  of  things 
yet  more  remote  from  onr  natural  ideas 
of  it,  and  from  one  anoihcr,  has  tended 
to  confound  our  ideas  of  beauty,  and  left 
us  no  ftandard  oV  rule  to  judge  by,  that 
was  not  even  more  unccruin  and  falla¬ 
cious  than  our  owm  fancies.  This  loofc 
and  inaccurate  manner  of  fpeaking  has 
therefore  mifled  us  both  in  the  theory  of 
tafte  and  of  morals  ;  and  induced  us  to 
remove  the  fcicnce  of  cur  duties  from 
their  proper  bafi^  (our  reafon,  our  rela¬ 
tions,  and  our  neceflitics),  to  reft  it  upon* 
foundations  altogether  vifionary  and  un- 
fubftantial.

H  WING  endeavoured  to  flie^v  what 
beauty  \t  not,  it  remains  that  we  fhould 
examine,  at  Icaft  with  equal  attention,  in 
what  it  rcallv  conftlls.  Beauty  is  a  thing 
much  afi'e*.‘tin.f  not  to  depend  upon 
fome  po'.itivc  (jiialitie?.  And,  fince  it  is 
no  creature  of  our  reafon,  fince  it  ftrikes 
IIS  without  any  reference  to  ufe,  and  even 
where  no  ufe  at  all  cm  be  difeerned, 
fiiice  the  I'nlcr  and  method  of  nature  is 
gene’-aliy  very  different  from  our  meafurcs 
iind  proportions,  we  mufi  conclude  that 
beauty  i.%  fur  the  preaftr  part,  fume  qua¬ 
lity  in  hiulies  ailing  mtchanically  upon 
the  humnn  mint!  by  the  intrTvcnli«)n  of 
the  fenfes.  \Vc  ought  the rt fore  to  con- 
fiJcr  attentively  in  wiiat  manner  thofe 
f'  tiiiblc  (jualitirs  are  difrofed,  in  fitch 
things  as  ny  experience  \re  find  beautiful, 
or  Nviiich  excite  in  ii^  the  paffio!!  of  love, 
or  fomc  corrcipondcut  aflfr^lion. 

Beautiful  Oljects  Small, 

TllK  mofi  obvious  point  that  prefrnt* 
itfelt  to  n<  in  examining  any  cbjedt,  is  its 
extent  or  quantity.  And  what  degree  of 
extent  prevails  in  bodies  that  are  held 
beautiful  may  be  patbered  from  the 
iifiial  manner  ofexpreffion  concerning  it. 
1  .am  told  that, ‘•in  mod  languages,  the 
obi.C'j  of  love  are  fpiikcn  of  mnler  di¬ 
minutive  <  pithets.  It  is  fo  in  all  the  l  iu- 
^u.rg-s  of  wliich  1  have  any  kno\vle<lge. 
In  Creek  the  i.j»,  ai'd  «  ther  diminutive 
tri’MS  are  aliroft  always  the  terms  of  af- 
feitum  and  ter.dcrnefs.  Thcfc  diminu¬ 
tives  were  commonly  added  by  the 
Greek'  to  the  names  of  perfims  with 
whom  the  y  ccuvcrrcd  on  term?  of  friend- 
Blip  .tnd  fimiiiarity.  '(hough  the  Ro¬ 
man?  w/  r-'  a  po'ple  of  lefs  quick  and  de- 
lic.atr  feebngs,  yet  they  naturally  fiid  in¬ 
to  il.f  afTcning  termination  upon  llie 
fame  o^cafions.  Anciently  In  the  Tng- 
lifii  language  the  dimittiiliing  was 
added  !•'  I'ne  mmrs  of  prrfons  and  things 
that  were  the  ohjeds  of  hue.  Some  we 
jviain  fiid,  a.'  tiavHng(or  little  dear),  aiul 
a  few  olh.er<i.  Unt  to  this  day,  in  otdi- 
ra’-y  cor.vf;fr.tit,r,  it  is  iifiia!  to  add  the 
er«lraring  i  nine  of  to  t:\ery  thmg 
wc  love  ;  the  FiTLch  and  It  di.ins  make 
tile  'f  tht  fv*  afie^tlonatc  c?iminiiiives  even 
more  than  we.  In  the  animal  creation, 
.Hit  of  our  own  fpcrics,  it  is  the  finall  we 
sre  inclined  to  be  fond  of;  little  birds, 
Hn d  foruc  of  the  fmallcr  kinds  of  bcaft$. 


A  great  beautiful  thing  it  a  manner  nf 
expreflian  Ccarccly  ever  ufed  ;  but  that 
of  a  great  ugly  thing  is  very  common  — 
There  is  a  wide  difference  between  ad* 
miration  and  love.  The  iublimc,  which 
is  the  caufe  cf  the  former,  always  dwelli 
on  great  objeifls  and  terrible;  the  latter 
on  tmall  ones  and  plcafing ;  we  fubmit 
to  what  we  admire,  but  we  love  what 
fubnits  to  us  ;  in  one  cafe  we  arc  forced, 
in  the  other  we  are  flattered  into  com 
pliance.  In  fliort,  the  ideas  of  the  fiib- 
lime  and  the  beautiful  Band  on  founda* 
tions  fo  different,  that  it  is  hard,  1  had 
almofi  faid  impoflible,  to  think  of  rccoo- 
ciling  them  in  the  fame  fubjedt,  without 
c<mfidcrably  Icflcning  the  effect  of  the 
one  or  the  other  upon  the  paflions.  So 
that,  attending  to  their  quantity,  bcautj* 
ful  objetfts  arc  comparatively  fm^l. 

Smoothness, 

THE  next  property  conftantlyobferva 
hie  in  inch  objet^ts  is  Smwtbneft ;  a  qua 
lity  foeflentiai  to  beauty,  that  1  do  not 
now  recollect  any  thing  beautiful  tbatli 
not  fmooth.  In  trees  and  flowers  fmootb 
leaves  are  beautiful  ;  fixiooth  flops  of 
earth  in  gardens  ;  Imooth  dreams  in  the 
landfcape ;  fmooth  coats  of  birds  and 
beads  in  animal  beauties  ;  in  fine  women 
fmooth  (kins;  and  in  feveral  forts  of  or 
n.'imrntal  furniture  fmooth  and  polifhed 
fnrfaces.  A  very  con fidei  able  part  of 
the  efledt  ol  beauty  is  owing  to  this  qua 
lity  ;  indeed  the  mod  confiderable.  For 
take  any  beautiful  objeid,  and  give  it  i 
broken  and  rugged  furfacc,  and  however 
w’el)  formed  it  may  be  in  other  refpefi** 
it  pleafes  no  longer.  Whereas  let  it  want 
ever  fo  many  of  the  other  condituents,  if 
it  want  not  this,  it  becomes  more  plea 
ling  than  almod  all  the  others  without  it 
This  feeniH  to  me  fo  evident,  that  I  am  a 
good  deal  furprized,  that  none  who  have 
handled  the  fubjedt  have  made  any  men 
tion  of  the  tjuality  of  fmoothnefs,  in 
the  enumeration  of  thofe  that  go  to  the 
forming  of  beauty.  For  indeed  any  rug* 
ged,  anv  fodden  projedlion,  any  (harp 
angle,  is  in  the  hightd  degree  contrary 
to  that  idea. 

Gradual  Variation. 

BUT  as  perfedlly  beautiful  bodies  arc 
not  compofed  of  angular  parts,  fo  their 
parts  never  continue  long  in  the  Cajpc 
right  line.  They  vary  their  dircdFM 
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every  moment,  and  they- change  under  the  rood  complctelv  beautiful;  and  which 

the  eye  by  a  deviation  continually  carr^'-  is  therefore  beautiful  in  preference  to  all 

nii;  on,  but  for  whofc  beginning  or  end  other  lines.

Whoever  exa¬ 
mines  tlie  vegetable  or  animal  creation, 
will  find  this  obfervation  to  be  founded 
in  nature,  it  is  not  the  oak,  the  alh,  or 
the  elm,  or  any  of  the  rohult  trees  of  the 
foreft,  which  we  confider  as  beautiful ; 
they  arc  awcful  and  majcftic ;  they  in- 
fpirc  a  fort  of  reverence.  It  is  the  deli¬ 
cate  myrtle,  it  is  the  orange,  it  is  the  .al¬ 
mond,  it  is  the  jclTamine,  it  is  the  vine, 
wliich  we  look  on  as  vegetable  beauries. 
It  is  the  flowery  fperies,  fo  remarkable 
for  its  weaknefs  and  momentary  dura¬ 
tion,  that  gives  us  the  livelicd  idea  of 
beauty  and  elegance.  Among  animals^ 
the  greyhound  is  more  beautiful  than 
the  madid*;  and  the  delicacy  of  a  gen- 
net,  a  barb,  or  an  Arabian  horfe,  is  much 
more  amiable  than  the  drength  and  (la¬ 
bility  of  fom’e  horfes  of  war  or  carriage.

Ilorfe  and  foot  mount 
guard  on  the  parade  at  the  fame  time. 

I  was  at  the  Fnglilh  church,  whem 
there  is  .a  clergyman  much  rerpedled,  Dr 
M.ielean,  well  known  in  England  by  cha¬ 
racter  ;  he  is  truly  rcfpectable. 

I  was  at  the  gardens  of  the  Greffier 
Eagcl,  who  I  hear  has  been  fifty  years  le- 
crctaiy  of  Aatc  to  the  Si.ites  General; 
and  could  not  but  wonder  at  tlic  pati¬ 
ence,  perfevtrar.ee,  and  ingenious  talle 
oi  this  geiitlcinan,  in  laying  out  large 
phntations,  whicfi  no  man  could  fuppofc 
would  thrive  fo  well  in  fo  much  fand  ;  but 
they-  have  lucceciletl  w'ondcrfully,  and 
are  laid  out  in  a  manner  that  docs  ho¬ 
nour  to  the  ovvntr. 

I  faw'  another  garden,  Sorgvliet,  be¬ 
longing  toClonnt  Charles  Hentinck,  who 
Tu.inicd  the  daughter  of  the  firll  Lord 
Cjilogan,  wliich  is  in  good  condition, 
and  ii  many  paits  laid  out  in  the  beft 
Engiilh  i.illc. 

'I  he  Dutch  are  a  wonderful  people* 
who,  by  canals  and  pkintations,  hare 
niade  ot  a  niotl  inconvenient  foil  one  of 
the  moA  p'eafir.g  places  in  the  w'orld. 

1  w  nt  Irom.  Rotterdam  to  Macrdyk 
in  an  elegant  ;tiid  moA  convenient  yacht; 
1  let  out  betwixt  Ax  and  levcn  in  the 
evening,  and  got  to  Maerdyk  by  d^y 
bre.ik,  t''om  thence  over  dykes,  through 
land,  and  at  UA,  on  a  good  caufcwayi  we 
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leachcd  Antwerp.  Certainly  Rubens'i 
Dcfcent  tVom  the  Croli*  is  a  pidurc 
wurlh  going  far  to  fee. 

'i'hc  many  improvements  in  agricul- 
tine,  anJthc  vail  crops  well  llalked  in 
the  tields,  were  a  liner  light  than  an  cn- 
c.iinpment,  which  at  a  iliftance  there 
ihickj.  of  corn  l  efcmbled.  This  was  ge¬ 
nerally  tl.e  Cifc  through  all  Flanders. 

At  BndUls,  I  fouml  a  merchant,  a  Mr 
Roinherg,  who  has  procured  fiich  a  paf- 
l.ige  from  England  t«j  fome  parts  of  Ger¬ 
many  and  to  Switzerland  for  Englilh 
goods,  as  never  ufed  to  be  pratflicablc, 
and  liiat  he  has  effeded  in  a  third  part  of 
I  he  time,  and  at  much  lefs  expence,  than 
the  old  route  by  the  way  of  Holland  or 
llamhiirgh.  Goods  are  carried  from  the 
port  i>f  London  in  about  a  month,  by 
way  of  Olleiid  and  Louvain,  to  Geneva, 
tor  about  a  guinea  an  hundred  weight. 
'I’his  information  gave  me  great  pleafure, 
as  it  was  what  I  had  much  wiflied  might 
be  accomplilhed  for  the  advantage  of  the 
merchants  in  the  year  1759.  "The  armies 
made  the  paflage  of  goods  on  the  Rhine 
often  impoHible,  and,  by  way  of  Ham¬ 
burgh  and  Frankfort,  very  uncertain  and 
ixcellively  long. 

I  Itaid  a  day  and  a  half  at  BrulTels 
with  my  company,  and  then  returned 
home  by  way  of  Valenciennes,  Douay, 
Lifle,  St  Omer’s,  and  Calais. 

Much  part  of  this  country  was  taken 
by  tlie  French  from  the  Spaniards,  and  is 
now  fo  well  foriificd,  that  it  will  fcarce 
ever  be  taken  from  them  again,  unlcis  the 
prelont  emperor  anel  his  fucedVors,  by 
the  gradual  or  rather  rapid  incrcafc  of 
the  Aiillrian  acejuilitions  in  Ptdaud  and 
Bavaria,  and  other  iinexpeded  circum- 
Ibances,  Ihould  get  force  enough  into 
thefe  parts,  wdule  his  other  troops  are 
‘  laployed  in  Alfatia  and  Loriain ;  but 
ihis  Items  at  a  great  diflance.  1  f.iw 
lome  of  the  fortifications  had  been  rc- 
p.i  red,  and  others  were  repairing  ;  but  1 
took  care  to  avoid  alkiiig  queftions. 

riic  French  fo’.dicrs  in  Douay,  Lifle, 
Si  Omer^s  and  Calais,  made  a  better  pa- 
v.iilc  appearance  lhau  I  expected,  and  the 
oHicers  leemed  to  make  a  point  to  be  at 
their  bufinefs,  and  to  be  really  of  the 
p:  olcflion. 

I  he  Englilh  live  unmolefled  in  the  in¬ 
terior  parts  of  France.  At  Douay,  Lifle, 
and  St  Omer’s,  1  heard  that  many  were 
Jellied.  Perfons  adiamcd  of  retrenching 
expences  in  England,  can  do  it  at  thefe 
places,  as  that  want  of  principle  which 
VoL.  XLU. 
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made  them  expenlive  at  home,  will  fup- 
port  them  in  a  vile  defpotic  country, 
where,  having  no  country  of  their  own, 
they  may  live  to  thcinfelves.  At  Valen¬ 
ciennes,  at  Lifle,  at  St  Omcr’s,  I  gave 
my  name,  as  the  rule  is,  to  the  innkecjKrr, 
and  lliled  inyfclf  an  Engliihman,  fr4)ni 
Erulicls,  returning  to  England  ;  fo  that  I 
met  with  no  molcllation,  nor  had  any 
queftions  aiked  me,  except  at  the  gate# 
in  the  evening,  when  1  gave  the  fame  ac¬ 
count  as  at  the  inn. 

All  the  dilTercnee  I  found  at  Calais  was, 
that  tlie  Englilh  were  not  now  permitted 
to  walk  where  formerly  they  had  that 
privilege. 

1  was  glad  when  I  got  on  board  the 
packet  to  return  home;  there  w^as  no 
fear  of  being  attacked  by  French  priva¬ 
teers,  therelore  had  none  of  that  atten¬ 
tion  I  could  not  avoid  on  the  way  to 
Holland.  Here  you  have  a  iliort  account 
of  the  picafantelt  of  my  tours.  1  was 
glad,  however,  to  be  once  more  arrived 
fafe  in  my  own  dear  country,  and  by 
iny  own  fire-fide.  All  ihefc  tours  are  but 
parenthefes,  to  a  man  who  is  happy  in 
his  family  and  fi;ieRds  at  home.  Fricnd- 
fliip  to  ceitain  perfons,  on  a  very  parti¬ 
cular  occalion,  carried  me  abroad,  not  to 
do  them  ferviee,  but  to  enjoy  and  be  a 
withefs  of  their  felicity  ;  and  my  expec¬ 
tations  w’erc  more  than  anfwcrcd.  i 
have  thanked  Ciod  for  it,  and  to  give  you 
a  very  exprefl'ive  Dutch  word,  !  am 
•volldaatii  that  is,  quite  fatisfied.  i  am,

Memoirs  of  Mr  Barton  Booth,  the 
Cilebrattd  Atior, 

There  was  never  an  a<flor  more  re¬ 
gularly  bred  to  the  llagc  than  the 
fiibic^t  of  Ihcfe  Memoirs  ;  for,  early  dif- 
Covering  theatrical  talents,  he  had  the 
good  fortune  to  have  confidcred  the  ftudy 
of  them  as  part  of  his  education,  and  by 
this  acquired  thofc  graces  of  elocution, 
which  early  habits  arc  well  known  the 
belt  to  inculcate. 

Mr  Booth  w'as  the  thlnl  Ton  of  John 
Booth,  Efq;  w  ho  was  nearly  related  to  the 
Earl  <»f  Wartingtoo,  and  who,  though  his 
fortune  was  not  very  confidcrablc,  was 
extremely  attentive  to  the  education  of 
his  children,  In  confequence  of  this  pa¬ 
rental  care,  he  put  the  fubjed  of  our  pre- 
fent  obfervations,  as  foon  as  he  arrived  at 
the  age  of  nine  years,  to  Weftminfter-

terton,  who  w'ith  great  candour  and  good- 
mtiiie  took  him  under  his  care,  and  gave 
him  all  the  atfitlance  in  his  pow'er. 

'The  til  fl  p.irt  Mr  Booth  appeared  In  at 
London  (wliich  was  in  1701)  was  that  of 
Maximus,  in  Lord  Kochelter’s  Valenti- 
nian.his  reception  in  which  exceeded  even 
his  mi'fh  fangiiinc  expectations  ;  and  very 
foon  alter,  his  Artal.an,  in  Rowe’s  Am- 
bition*.  Stepmother,  which  was  a  new 
tragedy,  tlbiblilhed  his  reputation  as  fe- 
coud,  at  lead,  to  that  of  liis  great  inftruc- 
tor. 

Pyrrluis,  in  the  Diflreffed  Mother,  was 
aiu'thci  ]iart  in  which  he  llione  without  a 
rival;  hut  he  was  indebtedto  happy  coin¬ 
cidence  of  merit  and  chance  for  that 
lu-ight  of  fame  whicli  he  at  length  attain¬ 
ed  in  the  character  of  Cato,  which  came 
out  in  the  year  1712. 

But  tilde  were  not  the  only  advanta¬ 
ges  wiiieh  were  to  accrue  to  Mr  Booth 
from  his  fiicctfs  in  this  part;  for  Lord 
Bolin.i  broke,  then  one  of  the  principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  in  a  little  time  after 
proenred  .1  fpi-i-iil  licence  from  (^leeti 
.Anne,  recalling  all  the  former  ones,  and 
nominat  np  Mr  B.ioih  as  joint  manager 
w  ith  Wilke;;,  Cibber,  and  Dogget,  none 
ot  whom  were  plcafed  at  it ;  but  the  laft 
more  particiilai  ly  took  fuch  difgiift,  as  to 
uitlulraw  himftlflrom  any  farther  fliarc 
in  the  inanapemeiit.

Vet  after  the  flriv^eft  difeufiion,  when  all 
tlie  caufes  are  weighed  together,  ttic 
inisfortimeb  of  Camoens  will  appear  the 
laiilt  .ind  difgracc  of  his  age  and  coun¬ 
try,  and  not  of  the  m.in.  His  talents 
would  have  lecured  him  an  apartment  in 
the  palace  of  Augudus,  but  fuch  talents 
are  a  curfe  to  their  polTelVor  in  an  illite¬ 
rate  nation.  After  ad,  however,  if  he 
w;tf  imprudent  on  his  fird  appearance  at 
the  court  of  John  111.  if  the  honefty  of 
indignation  led  him  into  great  impru¬ 
dence,  ns  certainly  it  did,  when  at  Goa 
he  fatirifed  the  Viceioy  and  the  tirft 
Goths  m  power;  yet  let  it  alfo  be  re¬ 
membered,  that  “the  gifts  of  imagina- 
‘  tion  bring  the  heavieft  talk  upon  the 
‘  vigilance  of  reafon  ;  and  to  bear  thofe 
‘  fciculties  with  unerring  rectitude  or  in- 
‘  variable  propriety,  requires  a  degree  of 
‘  lirmnefs  and  of  cool  attention,  which 
‘  doth  not  always  attend  the  higher  gifts 
‘  of  the  mind.  Yet  difticult  as  nature 
‘  lu  rfelf  feems  to  have  rendered  the- talk 
‘  of  regularity  to  genius,  it  is  the  fu- 
‘  preme  confolation  of  dullnefs  and  of 
‘  folly  to  point  with  Gothic  triumph  to 
‘  thofe  excelfes  which  are  the  overflow- 
‘  ings  of  faculties  they  never  enjoyed, 
‘  Perfectly  unconfeious  that  they  are  in-

the  fird  book,  Jove  Eiiniinons  a  council  of  tbe 
gods,  which  isdeferihtd  at  great  length  for  no 
tarthly  purpofc  hut  to  Ihew  that  hr  favoured 
the  Portuguefe  :  bacchus,  on  the  otiur  hand, 
declares  againd  them  on  the  following  account, 
that  he  liimklf  had  gained  immortal  glory  as 
conqueror  of  In.dia;  whicli  would  he  eclipfed 
if  the  Indies  fhouM  he  conquered  a  fecond  time 
by  the  Portuguefe.  A  Moorilh  commander 
having  received  Gama  with  fmiles,  but  with 
hatred  in  his  heart,  the  poet  brings  down  Bac¬ 
chus  from  heaven  loconfinn  the  Moor  in  liis 
wicked  purpolcs.  which  would  have  been  prr- 
pctralcd,  had  not  Venns  interpofed  in  Gama’s 
behalf.  Ill  thr  feromi  canto  Bacchus  feigns 
himfirif  to  lie  a  Chridian,  in  order  to  deceive 
the  Poituguifc,  hut  Venus  implores  her  fallicr 
Jupiter  to  pruteid  tlieni.” 

Such  is  the  view  of  the  I.ufiad  given  hy  a 
profeded  critic.  It  is  impoffible  to  make  any 
remark  on  it  without  giving  odence  to  falfc 
delicacy.  But  to  that  goddefs  the  tianHatoi' 
of  the  injured  Camoens  will  oifrr  no  laeiirttc. 
What  ignorance  of  the  epic  poem,  unpardo¬ 
nable  in  a  profeficd  didlaior  in  ciiticifm,  does 
the  whfilj  wf  it  betray  '  Cut  let  our  ciiiic  be 
told,  tliat  through  ilic  fides  of  Camorns,  if  his 
blow  will  avoil,  he  has  m'jrdtred  both  Homer 
and  Viigil.  What  condemns  racchus  and  the 
Moor, condemns  the  part  of  Juno  in  the  Kntid, 
and  evciy  interpofition  ot  Juno  and  Nep¬ 
tune  in  Homer.  If  his  machinery  mult  Ic 
emdemned,  with  what  accumulated  weight 
mud  his  I’eritencc  fall  upon  thr  greateft  of  our 
modern  poets!  But  the  mylb  ry  is  eafily  rx- 
pl.iiuoU  :  there  arc  a  ruvC  of  crifics  who  can¬ 
not  ptiC|.ive  the  noble  profopopocia  of  .Mil- 
ton’s  angels,  who  w'ould  reduce  a  Virgil  to  a 
Lucan,  a  Camoens  to  a  mere  iildoriaii;  who 
would  drip  po'.tiy  of  all  her  oruaments,  bc- 
caufe  they  cannot  fee  them,— of  all  her  palfions, 
becanfe  they  cannot  feel  them  ;  in  a  word,  who 
would  leave  her  nothing  but  the  neatneis,  die 
cadetica,  and  tinkle  of  veife.
